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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Misspelling words as 
follows: light into right (Page 1, line 14), cup into cap (Page 8, line 23), and real into rear (Page 
12, line 25). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dol et al. 
With respect to claim 1, Dol et al teaches as illustrated in Figures 1, 11 & 12 the claimed 

invention comprising a rotator drum (D) axially installed for moving a pressed wheel (T) in the 
axial direction (Column 8, line 66 - Column 9, line 4), and a load measuring device (LCI) 
measuring the load for an axial direction of a rotator (D) when rotator (D) is rotated (Column 16, 
lines 45-46). 

With respect to claims 2 & 10, Dol et al teaches the claimed invention wherein the rotator 
(D) axially installed with universal function for moving in an axially direction is dependently 
rotated by a rotation of one of the pair of pressed wheels (T) (Column 16, lines 1-7).

With respect to claims 3 & 4, Dol et al as illustrated in Figures 8 & 9 teaches the claimed 
invention comprising a dog (32) relatively attached to the rotator (D2) with universal function for 
rotation, and a load sensor (LC32) measuring a moving load of the dog (32) (Column 16, lines 
29-44). 

With respect to claims 5-8, Dol et al as illustrated in Figure 1 teaches the claimed 
invention comprising a wheel-driving device (4) to rotate the wheel (T) (Column 9, lines 27-31). 

With respect to claim 9, Dol et al teaches a vehicle inspecting system comprising a lateral 
force-measuring device (6) for wheel (T) (Column 9, lines 8-16). 

With respect to claim 11, Dol et al as illustrated in Figure 1 teaches the claimed invention 
wherein one of a pair of wheels (T) is independently pressed to a rotator (D) axially installed 
with universal function for moving in an axial direction (Column 8, line 66 - Column 9, line 4).
